“Yellow water?’’ I asked the 
nurse, as we left the room. 
‘“‘He means orange juice,’’ she 
said. ‘‘He had never had any until 
this morning. It was on his tray.” 


My heart warmed to him. For | 


the moment he and I were kin. 
In a time when frozen orange 
juice is so convenient; when huge 
cans of it are on the shelves of 
stores; and oranges sell at two 
cents each, it is safe to say that 
orange juice is no stranger to the 
market. 

Yet, I remember when I was 
one with the thin little boy whose 
big eyes looked out from his de- 
fenseless face. Once upon a time 
oranges were precious. things, 
golden as the sun, and filling the 
room on Christmas sl with 
their pungent perfume. They were 
almost magic, bringing with them 
not merely perfume but stirring 
the imagination with visions of 
tropic suns and warm winds: of 
distant seashores where the win- 
ter sun was tamed, and of long 
rows of trees heavy with the 
golden harvest. Oranges were for 
Christmas and no boy of that 
time ever dreamed there would 
be a time when great hampers 
of them would be priced at two 
cents each: or that cans of the 
juice would be stacked high in 
every shop. If Santa Claus were 
to put oranges in present-day 
stockings he would likely have 
them thrown-at nim if he lingered 
around that long. 


Change 

But, my generation is kin to the 
big-eved boy who whispered he 
would like to have some more of 
that yellow water. 

The story of oranges is but one 
of those im the drama of the 
American table. The change has 
come so swiftly and overwhelim- 
ingly, we have accepted it without 
question or wonder. 

In the year 1900 less than 10,- 
000,000 boxes of citrus fruits were 
produced. There was little com- 
mercia! canning. The dried fruit 
maiket was huge, and every farm 
home had its own supply of apple: 
dried in the sun for winter pies. 


Today the anunal citrus pack is | 


about 150,000,000 boxes. 

At the turn of the century there 
was not much p2frigeration. Fresh 
vegetables were brought to mar- 
ket by wagon from nearby farms. 
They were available seasonally. 
Today the nation’s almost 5,000 
large commercial canneries turn 
out more than 400 items of food 
and the fresh-frozen industry of- 
fers more than 100. 


Vegetables 


' But the fresh vegetable, while 
fighting a delaying action against 
the frozen product, is one of the 
wonders of our time. Florida’s de- 
velopment of her mucklands and 
stepped up methods in the warm 
belt of the West, extending from 
Brownsville on out to California, 
pour their fresh vegetables and 
fruits to our tables by refrigerated 
ear and truck. In 1941 Florida 
shipped four cars of winter sweet 
corn; last year, 5,000. 

The old-fashioned groceryman 
is going the way of the wood 
pigeon. It is no fault of his own. 
And there is a nostalgic sadness 
jn watching him disappear. But 
great concentrations of population 
demanded a supply of foods which 
he could not handle. The old 
eracker-barrel store. with its 
wheel of vellow cheese. died long 
ago, and those who modified only 
a little have passed, too. 

The homes reflect the change. 

There are ‘freeze’ compart- 
ments in most refrigerators. and 
an increasing number of homes 
have their own separate freezer. 

A salesman rarely has to sell. 
The self-service stores were the 
first to see that. with apparent 
results. Today the advertised label 
daes the selling. 

And the scientists are at work. 
Lemon juice in a tube, kept in 
the freezer. which squeezes with- 
out thawing is the latest. 

At all this. the little wisttul- 
faced boy in the hospital looked 
with big-eyed wonder. For him 
and me, at least, there will never 
be any magic quite as good as 
‘yellow water.

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Ike Should Listen 
To Gen. M’ Arthur 


General Eisenhower has invited any 
suggéstions that General MacArthur 
might have to win or successfully to 
end the Korean War. It is right that he 
should. General MacArthur, after his 
years of experience there, should know 
the Orient. Whether or not he has a 
real solution to the conflict, his views 
should be sought and those of value in- 
corporated jnto any plan the new ad- 
ministratiof may be formulating in re- 
gard to rea. 

The ifmmediate reaction to MacAr- 
thur’s speech in which he said he had a 
plan to bring the war to an end “with- 
out undue casualties” is best expressed 
by a Defense department spokesman 
who said Tuesday that if the general 
had such a plan he should tell the Army 
about it. Reminding us that MacArthur 
is still on the payroll of the United 
States as a five-star general, he pointed 
out: “If he has anything of a new or 
novel character it is his duty as a good 
soldier to submit it.” 

If MacArthur has anything to offer 
other than proposals to extend the war 
that have already been rejected, there is 
no reason for him to hold back until 
January 20. His allegiance is to the 
government of the United States, not 
just to General Eisenhower and the Re- 
publican Party. In that we agree with 
President Truman who is still comman- 
der in chief. 

Then, too, one can wish that Mac- 
Arthur had put aside his vanity and ad- 
vised Eisenhower personally instead of 
uSsINg a public address to advance vague 
claims of an infallible plan to end the 
war. 

In his dealings with MacArthur, the 
President-elect may be more successful 
than his immediate predecessor since he 
has had ample experience in dealing 
with difficult commanders. We do hope, 
however, that Eisenhower, too, will 


“make it plain who is President and re- 


aponsible for the policies of this country. 

We admit that the military accom- 
plishments of General MacArthur have 
been great. However, he has proved 
that he, too, can make mistakes. The 
near loss of the entire United Nations 
forces in Korea was due to his deci- 
gions and miscalculations—a mistake 
that has left him remarkably unscathed. 

So let General Ike listen to him, but 
not to the exclusion of others and not 
te the extent of allowing MacArthur to 
make the decisions. In the final analy- 
sis. it will be Eisenhower who is respon- 
sible. The people decided that quite 
convincingly during the recent conven- 
tion and campaign.

There Is Good News 


From Western Euro pe 


There is more good news from 
Europe. Even though it may be only 
temporary, there are signs that a gen- 
eral economic recovery is under way 
and the slump that had her statesmen in 
the doldrums a year ago is now past 
history. 

Production booms, far more than the 
usual seasonal changes, have been re- 
corded in France, Western Germany, 
Denmark, Switzerland, and The Nether- 
lands. They have brought optimism and 
hope in their wake. 

Such news, of course, is bad tidings 
to the Kremlin. Stalin has said repeat- 
edly that the democracies will collapse 
from within from depression and wars 
engendered by national rivalries. But 
there are signs, too, that Western Europe 
is moving to eliminate the trade barriers 
and other economic restrictions that 
have bred wars in the past and caused 
ruinous competition that plays into 
Communist hands, 

Great Britain also is making prog- 
ress. There have been strong revivals. in 
industrial output and the coal fields, 
the chief export item, are giving forth 
dollar earning quantities. Her economic 
problems are many, but British recov- 
ery may be real this time. 

A strong and prosperous Western 
Europe is the best bulwark against 
Communist aggression. Coupled with 
similar conditions in the Far East— 
where there is still a long way to go—it 
may be possible in a few years to 
achieve a reasonable security within the 
free world, if its nations stick together 
with common objectives of peace 
through strength and prosperity.

Is Licensing Murder on Highways 


Camp Gordon—I read with interest your 
articles on ‘‘Murder on Georgia Highways,” 
and this question came to me: 

Who is licensing this murder? 

Almost immediately the answer became 
plain: 

The State of Georgia is licensing this 
murder. 

How? 

By putting driver’s licenses 
hands of unqualified drivers. 

I cal] them the ‘‘dollar drivers,’’ for that’s 
how much it costs to buy the license. Some 
of them are appropriately called ‘‘dollar 
murderers.”’ 

How does one go about getting a license 
in Georgia? Here’s one case I heard de- 
scribed: 

License clerk: ‘‘Do you have a license 
from another state? 

Applicant: ‘‘No.’”’ 

(If she had an out-of-state Hcense she 
eould have gotten the Georgia license in a 
matter of seconds.) 

Clerk: ‘‘Do you have a car?’’ 

“Applicant: ‘It’s around the corner.” 

Clerk: ‘‘Will you drive it around out front 
so I can see?’’ 

(Applicant leaves and drives car around 
out front, then re-enters clerk’s office.) 

Clerk: ‘‘Mm-hmm. Very good. Now # you 
fill out this form and give me a dollar I'll 
have your license for you in a minute.” 

This happened in Augusta.

In the back of his head was an idea that he’d never get a 
fair shake in Charlie Hurth’s office. This notion grew out of 
previous engagements with the league president, in June, 1950, 
when Walker and Frank Girard, the umpire, crossed swords in 
Mobile, and again in June, and again in Mobile in 751. 

(Dixie couldn’t seem to survive the ides of June. Even last 
season, on the same fateful date of June 29, he was cast out of 
a game, his first dismissal of the year.) 


Dixie expected to be taken at his word. When he found that, no 
matter what his background or how great his integrity, an umpire, 
no matter what his background or record outside the game, was 
always right even in the minor leagues, he directed his resentment 
toward the authority that maintained this unwritten law. In this 
case it was Hurth. 

Never, after the Girard bout and the subsequent ruling, did 
Dixie ever shake Hurth’s hand again, except on one occasion when 
it was impossible to escape it without public embarrassment. 


—The Deal That Cost the Pennant 


I was one who regretted seeing Dixie go at the end of the season. 
It had not been camouflaged. He and Earl Mann, while having no 
open grievances, were not seeing eye to eye on many matters of 
policy. 
Mann especially felt Dixie responsible for nixing a deal that 
would surely have brought the pennant to the Crackers. The head 
Cracker and Joe Engel were engaged in bargaining for players one 
evening.

Regents Okay Luevy Cobb 
Sale for Scholarship Fund

Sale of the old Lucy Cobb Institute property in Athens 


to provide a scholarship fund 


for the Universitv of Georgia 


was approved Wednesday by the Board of Regents, 


If the state courts approve the 
gale. co-eds will be moved to the 
University's main campus’ from 
both Lucy Cobb and the old Geor- 
gia State Normal School property. 
which has heen sold to the Navy 
for $400,000 to establish a training 
gchool. 

The regents agreed to an offer 
of the alumnae officers of Lucy 
Cobb Institute that the University 
take title to the. property .on 
Athens’ Milledge Ave., sell it, and 
use the proceeds to establish a 
“Luecv Cobh Institute Loan Fund."’ 
Value of the property is estimated 
at $60,000. 

Because the institute was founded 
in 1885 to provide educational fa- 
cilities to girls of Athens and 
Clarke County, the proposed fund 
will be available only to girls in 
the same area. 

Although both the institute and 
the normal school went out of 
existence several vears ago, their 
eampuses have heen used to house 
and teach University co-eds. 

Navy ensigns will replace fresh- 
man girls on the Co-ordinate 
Campus (Normal School). These 
girls will move to a new dormi- 
tory on Lumpkin St. and wil] attend 
classes on the main campus. 

Funds from the sale of the 
Normal!

In a Common Jail 


Frank Costello, New York gam- 
bling king, has filed a petition for 
writ of habeas corpus protesting 
his. confinement in Atlanta Fed- 
eral Penitentiary. shortly after he 
waived his right to apply for pa- 
role. 

In the petition, Costello said he 
had been ‘‘unlawfully imprisoned,” 
contending he had been sentenced 
for three separate misdemeanors, 
and therefore could not be con- 
fined to a_ federal penitentiary 
against his will. 

He claimed his sentence should 
be served in a common jail. 

Although the sentences total 18 
months, Costello claimed they 
should be considered separately. 


He contended they would fall un-: 


der provisions of a statute quoted 
in-his petition as: 

“A sentence for an_ offense 
punishable by imprisonment for 
one year or less shall not be served 
in a penitentiary without the con- 
sent of the defendant.’’ 

Earlier in the week, the U. S. 
Supreme Court refused for the 
second time to consider an appeal 
of Costello’s .conviction last April 
on a contempt of Congress charge. 

Costello was given a one-year 
prison term for refusing to testify 
before a congressional committee 
March 16, 1952. and two sentences 
of six months each to run concur- 
rently for leaving the committee 
meeting March 15, 1952, and re- 
fusing further testimony that dav.

Toys Are Important Part of Child's Life

Lists Gifts for Children 


So you are buying toys right now? And you are wondering what 


to buy? 


Ask the children you are buying for. If old enough to talk, they'll 
tell you—and then some. Then do your best to get them what they 
want; that is, whatever their interest in seems highest at the moment. 
See that the toys are something they can do something with, not 
just look at. A toy is really a tool for growing. 


Here is a list of toy gifts for 
children prepared by the Toy 
Guidance Council. 

For babies up to 1 year: Se- 
lect toys that are non-toxic, 
easily washed, too big to swal- 
low, smooth-edged, light weight, 
and easy to grasp. 

BUILD MUSCLES 

One to 2 years: Toys that aid 
muscular growth (push toys or 
kiddy cars are a good example), 
are safe and cleanable, develop 
manipulative skill, allow imagi- 
native play. 

Two to 4'2: Toys that inspire 
creative play, aid _ physical 
growth, are fun outdoors, and 
permit achievement. 

Five to 7%: Toys that give 
physical exercise (bikes, wagons, 
skates), require initiative, pro- 
mote constructive interests, and 
allow group play. 

From 7'2 to 9: Toys that stir 
constructive interests (sewing 
kits, tool chests), provide physi- 


cal exercise, stimulate dramatie 
play, and encourage group ac- 
tivities. 

From 10 on: Toys that de- 
velop practical skills, encourage 
creative talent, arouse scientific 
interests, and train for sports. 
EMPHASIS ON SAFETY 


Remember, the council cau- 
tions, to use common sense. Be 
sure the toys are safe (no sharp 
edges and no small pieces that 
can be swallowed) and durable 
(strong supports and nonbrittle 
material). Look for the Under- 
writers Laboratories’ seal of ap- 
proval on all electrical toys. 
Don’t buy electrical or toxic- 
painted toys for children under 6. 

Finally, the council urges don’t 
use Christmas toys as a bribe for 
being good. (‘‘If you’re not a 
good boy, Santa Claus will leave 
switches in your stocking!’’) A 
child’s need for toys is as real 
as his need for food and love.
